TlieEducatioxial Crus. 

Tho Supei'iutendoiit of Educiilion, 
■\vitli liiH usuiil prncticiil sagacity, avftil- 
ed liimself of tho liu'i^o f^'dtluiriiiii: iit 
Biirkorvillo ou the lOih nit. to ])i-cs( nt 
tho clniioH and iiitovosts of I'jdLu'atidii, 
and to ascurtaiu tho viowH iuid wants of 
Cunboo ill that roLjavd. Ho had not 
long to wait for an answer, and it was 
this: — "That in ordor to moot tho 
cducationnl wants of tho si)arsoly popu- 
lated districts of this Provinco, it is 
the opinion of tliis tnoeting that one or 
more Boarding Schools should be es- 
tablifihcd in some conveniont locality or 
localities, tho buildings to l)o oroctod 
and the educational dcpartuiont pro- 
vided by tho (iovornniont— parents and 
guardians to coiit;ribiito a reasonable 
sum for defraying theii" children's 
board." Tliis resolution "was moved 
by the newly ro-oloctod niond)or of tho 
House of Commons, seconded by 
tho newly oloclcd niembor of thoi'rovin- 
eial Legislature, and inianiniously adopt- 
ed by the large and inlluontial nio(>ting 
convened at the Theatre Koyal. Tluit 
itis a true expression of pojndar opin- 
ion in Cariboo does not appear to bo 
open to cpu'stion. Tliat it re'i)resents 
intolligout, tlioughtful opininn throii-'h- 
out tho rrovinoo wo aro inclined to 
believe. This journal ]uay claun some 
credit for having be<in firwt and alone in ad- 
vocating the theory set forth in the aV)ON e 
resolution; and, inasnuu'h as we hav(\ 
in former articles, prosontod tlio chief 
reasons for adopting this plan, at least 
in so far as tho countiy boyoiul tho 
Cascade Range is concornod, it nniy 
not be considered necessary that wo 
flhould occupy the attention of the 
reader at any great length just now. 
It may be as well, lujwover, that 
certain objections shoidd be met, 
as the subject promises to occupy 
tlio attention of llio Logi.slative Assembly 
nt its approaching session. It is jiropos- 
ed that the parents luul guardians oi chil- 
dren attending those educational institu- 
tions Blionld contribute a reasonable .sum 
towards paying for their boai'd. '-Why," 
■wo hear it asked, "slionld not parents and 
guardians pay for lodging too V " Why, 
for the matter of tliat, sliould tlicy not 
pay for tuition ? Tlie broad Kronnd up- 
on which tho proposed schomo rests is 
this: It is the duty of tho St;vto to edu- 
cate the young. The present School Act 
fully recognizes this proposition. It is 
the true interest of the State to odiu'afe 
tlio young. This pri)i>ositii)U lias llie seal 
of intolligont public opinion tkrou^diuiil 
tho civilized world on it, (.rrante<l these 
two jiropositions, it only reinaius to decide 
how tho work may bo most ocononiically 
and efTectnally done. _ We showed very 
clearly, to our own mind at least, in \m',- 
vious avticloa, that, in view of the scatter- 
ed character of tlie jiepulatiuu and tlie 
groAt extent of torritery, tlie work of edu- 
cating the young eouUl bo more. I'CoiKuni- 
CftUy and orticioiitly done in larj^o coutral 
eHtn'blishmonts than would bo posaiblo by 
tho ordinary mode of establishing smaJl 
country schools wh(>rover needed. Wo 
have no lieiitr.tion whutovcu- in iilliranng 
that if th(>so larger oducatioiial e-^t:il)!isli- 
moutswero properly iMinlm tcd. tlie whole 
cost of tuition, board iuid lodHin^r would 
not exceed the cost of tuition ahnio, 
conducted upon tlio other plan, to 
say nothing whatever about tho 
superior quality of tho education 
which could be available in the former. 
The reason for reipiiriiig the i)areiits or 
guardians to pay for tlio lioard of the 
children must be obvious enough. Thi^ 
objoctioji to rn(piiring tliom to p.iy for 
lodging is that the ex])ense of hiLvin/.r 
their children (^.IucuIihI wouhl f;ill with 
undue weiglit upon those, )ierha]>s. lenst 
able to bear it. Tho division of (;\iieiise 
we propose between purout and .State 
WOuM, as nearly aa practicable, place on 
Tequal footing fiioso having to send their 
children to the Boarding Schools and 
those residing within nnvch of ordinary 
flcliools; and where the Avholo cost of edu- 
cation is borne ly the State it would siM-m 
to be an important jirinciplc of justice 
that all shoidd be phua^l, as nearly as 
may be, upon a perfect equality in so far 
as educational iirivileges are concerned. 
It has already lioon intimated that tho 
plan advi)t!ated in this journ:il is likely to 
occejiy thc^ 01. 1 ly attention of Ih.' Local 
Logishituro. i.'tlias, as tlie reader will 
have seen, boon endorsed by (.'aribjo. 
Wo have reason to Ixdieve that it meets 
witli tiie approbation of tlie Suiieriuteii- 
dent of Education. 'I'hriv is no r, ason to 
doubt that} intelligent public opinion 
throughout tho country will appmve of 
it. If such bo the real state of tho ca^e, 
it follows that the sooner the jilan is 
adopted and acted upon tlio better; for, if 
tho change is to-be made at all, ovory iieu 
scliool established in certain parts of the 
country under llie old system would be 
little betb'r than so much ir.i less expr-n- 
diture, Tli.at the sidiemc is not altogether 
free from ditlicultios wo admit. What 
great scheme ia ? Is tho ohl one ? Tiio 
Boonpr these difficulties are grai)pled with 
tho sooner wjU tlioy bo overcome. And 
to ovorcomo them and put so great an 
educational orgaiii/atioii into snecessfui 
operation is to do much for British Col- 
umbia.- • 



The Indemnity Question. 

The rocklo.ss disregard of facts evinced 
by our local contemporary leads (uie to 
doubt the utility of continuing tlio con- 
troversy on the question of indemnity to 
members. One would have thought it 
must know that five dollars a day is not 
.thePodorol indemnity. And oven if it 
were, five dollars at Ottawa is a very dif- 
ferent thing from five dollars at Victoria. 
Tho Federal sessional allowance is six 
dollars a ilay provided tiie session d<ii'S 
not extend oVor thirty days; or if it ex- 
tends over thatperiod it is a lump sum of 
flix hundred dollara. Inasmuch as all 
Hivssioiis do (ixtiMul oyer t|:^il't.y days, tlie 
(les.-iioiial allowanco is, for' all practical 
purpoHOH, si.v hundred dollars. Six liiin- 
drod dollars foi' a sossion of tliii-ty-ono 
days would be oipiivalent to 819 •'!'>; ^ a 

r^ny, . PyoVftWy the avorftgo louBtU of ses- 



sions would bo sixty days, which wmdd 
make the allowance otiuid to ton dollars a 
day. Our contemporary calls for evi- 
dence to prove that live dollars a day is 
iiuuh-cpnite indemnity to^emb^ooming 
from tho more ' rpmote'''i^Di8trtots. Tho 
atatemonts to that jpffeot made by members 
thoniselvos is stiffioient ■ evidence, one

The Doiiiiiiion of C'-auada is most fortu- 
i!!\te in possessing imniense coal stores on 
hotli oceans, as well as in tho C(!ntre of 
the continent. She may almost bo said 
to enjoy a monoxjoly on tho two seas. 
Our readers aro, for the most part, famil- 
iar with the praotically boundless ooal 
measures of British Columbia; but they 
niav not know as much about those on 
the' Atlantic aide. The coal measuroK of 
t!apo lireton bear a very close resomblanco 
to those of Groiit Britain. t-!eam above 
seam crops out on tho face of tho clifl' to 
ail aggregate dojith of ouo liundred and 
tifty feet, One of these Beams is thirty- 
nine foot thick! At I'ietuo, at the head 
of tho Bay of Tandy, and stretching 
across tho narrow neck of land to the Gulf 
of St, Lawrence, are vast tracts of high- 
ly bituminous coal of excellent (piality, 
I'asily won and convenient for shipping. 
Tlio reduction made this yoar by the 
United States on the coal duty will, it is 
conlidently expecteil, give fresh impetus 
to tho dovelopmo-it of ov W.huitic ooal 
resources.

which is tho port of entry to tho 
Sound. That revenue cutter to tlie 
'port' of us and custom-house to the 
starboard leave us in no doubt on the 

matter. These two institutions of 
rnele Sam bupport this worthy town. 
Two words on this interesting place 
and wo shall gather sonio idea how 
towns aro laid out by our cousins. 

The pier ao which we touch fonns 
the sea-end of the pnncipal thorough- 
faro ^ liiidi, like n backbtnic, traverses 
tlie CO i.re of tlie town ami Stn'tches 
out m a straight line as far as it can. 
Hero ii is cut short by ablufF, — in other 
aiwns the back-bone loses itself in 
suburbs or blends wth mail roads. At 
right angles or parallel with it run tlio 
other fitreots — gridiron fashion — a 
fashion that oominonds itself for con- 
venience, nietliod a;nl mathematical 
precision, but wliicli wearies by its 
monotonous regularity.

An Xrisb. Eviction. 

A PAMiiiV TonNKn our op tttetr noira Fon 

(IK.NI'.IIATIO.VS. 

The Irish "Times" gives tho following 
account of an eviction in Mcatb of a fami- 
ly named Tonnahin, who had for genera- 
tions occupied a holding on tho estate: 

As ft great deal of sympathy -was mani- 
fostiid for till! Tannahiiis, mixod -with no 
no little hostility to their landlord, it was 
deemed advisable that tho habere should 
bo executed with some dogroo of secrecy, 
and in the greatest security possible. Mr 
Ilarcourt Lightbourno, the Hub-SberifT of 
Meatli, comninnicated with IMr. Kirwan, 
tho County Inspocti^r of the Royal Irish 
Constabulary, and tho military authori- 
ties, and it was dctermiued that tho writ 
shauld bo oxeciited at an early hour this 
moiniiug. Accordingly nt a fow minutes 
past 6 o'clock a company of tihe 34th regi- 
ment left Kells Barracks and marchod 
about four miles on tho northern road to 
the gate lodge of Balrath Deinosne, where 
they halted. Small bodies of constabu- 
lary from tho outlaing districts also made 
this their rendezvous, and a largo party 
from KoUs under tho command of sub- 
InspoctoT MoOonnick, reached the spot at 
half-])ast six o'clock. They wore also 
joined by 

MK. NlCnOliSON, THE nANDLOHD. • 

Mr. Nicholson wore a belt under his 
ooat, from wliioli at either side depended 

two formidable revolvers in leathern 

cases. He was attended by his ordinary 
escort — two ci mstal )les, (ine with a loadiul 
rifle on full cock, and the other with a 
revolver, the six cliambors of which wore 
charged — who had instriicdions not to bo 
at a greater tlistuncc than ton paces from 
him. Ho came provided with a sledge- 
hammer, hatchet and c^rolvbar, in cnso ro- 
sistanco should be olTered Tho former 
was placed upon the sub-S M'ilV'.s car. 

All now marched forwai':! for nearly 
two miles, und wdieu tho Tannaliins' hold- 
ing came in sight, a halt was called. Mr 
Ijightbourne, with two of hisollicers and 
eif^lit constables, went forward and ent*^-- 
ed tho yard, •Turnin.g to tho right, ho 
found an outhouse with an open doorway 
in which resided a man uanied JIurray, 
with his wife and two Unc children (boys) 
aged about ton and four years. This man 
was evicted about twolvo months since by 
Mr. Nicholson from a holding at Lawtoii, 
l)ut was allowed by Mr. Tannnliin to oc- 
cn])y the onthoustMn qiiostioii. Desiring 
to discharge his disat(ro(>able duty with- 
(Hit lieing unnecessarily harsh, Mr. Liglit- 
bourno told Murray tho object that 
brought liim there at snoh an hour in the 
morning. Tlio poor man received the in- 
telligenee most resignedly, and quietly 
gave into 3Ir. Liglithourne's hands a 
pitchfork with which ho hail armed him- 
self. His wife, however, while not mani- 
festing anytliing in tho shape of Tiolence, 
gave way to tears and wailing, 

AND mTTHKI.r erUSKD IIK. S-ICHOLSON. 

Seeing tlie distress which was occasion- 
ed, the kind-hearted snb-Sheriflf became 
almoner to the now houseless people, and 
with covert and almost shamefaced chari- 
ty, liut with no niggardlvhaud.gavo tlicm 
what 111! dei)reciatod into being the means 
of obtaining a lodging for tho night. Tho 
look of gratiludo with which hi.^ timely 
assistance was received -was sufficient re- 
compense for his generosity. 

Across the yard to tho house in which 
resided tho Tannahiiis, Jioxt went ^^r, 
Lif^htbouriie. He demanded jiossession 
and was refused. Ho remonstrated, and 
pointed out liow absurd was resistance. 
Ho was ans-\vered from within to let Mr. 
Nicholson come there. He left, and pro- 
ceeded up the road to where Mr. Nichol- 
son stood behind a body of constabulary, 
who interjiosed between him and a crowd 
of upwards of JiH) persons who had assem- 
bled oi)poHito the house. Aftesr a short 
coloquy, Mr. Liglitboriio roturnod and 
said, "Mr. Nicholson will not come hero 
and ho requires mo to deliver him Up pos- 
session. 

WILL YOU ADMIT ME ? " 

A firm voice replied, "No," and thon 
tho sub-S heriir, seeing further parley was 
useless, directed his olHcers to force the 
(li)or. Till! sledge was brought, and, 
wii'lileil witli brawny arms, it si)eodily 
took thf door from its hinges. "When tho 
last stroke was given a wailing cry arose 
from tho crowd without, and again curses 
were uttered. Mr. Lightbourne entered 
the house, and almost immediately the 
two brothers and their wives camo out. 
Th(! family took u]) a jjosition at the f^ate 
of tho holding, and did not interfere dur- 
ing tho remainder of tho jiroceodings. 

Tho lioiisfl was, for tint class of life of 
oceu|iant, found comfortably and even 
neatly furuishod. .V spinning-wheel, 
several hanks of yarn, a large ([Uantity of 
worsted and Cotton , a churn and other 
matt(U-s spoke of the industries and capa-

Tnwaids the 
close of the leiiunal, Mr. Nicholson, still 
attended by the two constables with rille 
and revidviir, came from behind tho body 
of constabulary. His aiipoarauco was tho 
signal for fhi> en iwd - -wJiicdi had lieeu 
largely reinforced by this time — to give 
vent to fearful hiiotiiig and imprecations 
for his (list u 1-1 lance of a family who for 
many gi/nerations had possessed tho hold- 
ing.

ed his men to ])hu'e the goods on the road- 
side. This evoked another storm of hoot- 
ing.

CoNNECTic;uT TuiiAcco. — The farmers 
of the Connecticut Ynlley are iu liigli 
spirits over tlie \in])rec('deiiti iljan(l iin- 
coniinoii excellence of the tobacco crop 
tiiis season. It is estimated that the 
tobacco in East Harford, Willow Brook 
and Hockanum, nloue, will yield the 
growers from n million to a million and 
a half dollars, baling this cstimato on 
tho fact that from twelve to lifteeu 
hundred neros have boon pliinlcd in 
tobacco in those places, and tho ns- 
sumptiou that none of it will return 
less than one thousand dollars per acre , 
wliile some is held at a good deal high- 
er tiguro. But to produce tlieso large 
cro])s the farmers have expended about 
$51)0,000 iu tho purcliase of fertilizers. 
Large tracts (if ground tliat were form- 
erly used for tho cultivation of straw- 
berries, melons, and garden vegetables, 
are now devoted to the culture of to- 
bacco, which, in a good season, liriugs 
tlio producer a nnicli handsomer return 
than anything clso Ihnt can ix' raiseul 
on the soil, and is mrire rca.lily turinMl 
into cash. It will not do for the tobac- 
co grower to count too confidently on 
hin profits, however, imtil his croj) is 
cut and cured. If the toliacco slnuild 
sweat in the process of curing, the crop 
is ruined. In sonic instances this sea- 
son where the farmers liave gathered 
their crop too early the tobacco has rott- 
ed on tlio poles, omng to the damp and 
ramv weather.
